Feb. 10-Capt. Robert 
F. Scott, the Antarctic explorer, and 
four of his companions on his dash 
to the South Pole, perished on their 
return lourney from the pole, which 
was attained Monday, January 18, 
1912. Official announcement of the 
catastrophe whi:h overtook Cap'. 
Scott's oxpedition, was made at a 
meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society here tonight. 

It was announced that Capt, Scott, 
Dr. E A. Wilson, Lieut. H. R. Bow- 
ers, Capt. L. E. G. Oates and Petty 
Officer Evans, had perished. 

The news of the death of the ex- 
plorers came in a brief dispatch from 
Lieut. E. R. G. R. Evans, of the 
royal navy, who was second in com- 
mand when the expedition started, 
and who now signs as "commander" 
of the expedition. 

A searching expedition recovered 
the bodies and records of the party 
Capt. Scott's party found Capt 
Roald Amundsen's tent and records 
ia fc the South Pole. On the return 
trip, about March 29, 1912, eleven 
miles from One Ton Depot a blizzard 
overwhelmed them. They had suf 
fered greatly from hunger and ex 
posure, and the death of Scott, Bow 
ers and Wilson virtually was due to 
that. They died soon after the bl z 
zard swept down on the party. 

Oates died from exposure March 
17. The death of Evans resulted 
from a fall Feb. 17. The other mem 
bers of the expedition are reportec 
to be in good health.

Use of Ico or Cold Water Compreit 
la Recommended When Unusual 

Work Mas tn R* Dona 

When you are compelled to sub- 
ject your eyes to severe and contin- 
ued strain it is well to have within 
easy access some ice, or some very 
cold water. If the eyes ache and 
throb make a little compress of 
cracked ice and lay it over the eyes. 
Remove it when the eyes become too 
cold. There will be a reaction, the 
blood rushing back to the organs. 
When this occurs, the compress may 
be laid on again. If ice is not ob- 
tainable, the cold-water treatment, 
during which time the mind is utter- 
ly relaxed, so as to rest the nerves, 
will return you to your work greatly 
refreshed. Sometimes the difficulty 
is centered more in the nerves than 
in the organs of sight ; hence the ad- 
visability of the five minutes' rest 
and relaxation, with the eyes closed. 

ZERO. 

The word "icro" is from the Span 
ish, and means empty, hence noth- 
ing. It was first used on a ther- 
mometer in 1795 by a Prussian mer- 
chant named Fahrenheit. From a 
boy Fahrenheit was a close observer 
of nature, and when only nineteen 
years old, by experimenting with 
snow and salt, he discovered what he 
believed to be tne lowest degree of 
temperature known in the world. He 
called the degree "zero," and con- 
structed a thermometer with a scale 
graduating up from zero to boiling 
point, which he numbered 212, aad 
the freezing point 32, because, as he 
thought, mercury contracted the 
thirty-second of its volume on being 
cooled down from the temperaturv 
of freezing to zero.

What is known as the "sky lea«t " 

in Cleveland, O., is one of the most 
curious building spnec leases over 
drawn up. Sonic time ngo n front- 
age of 160 feet was leased for a term 
of ninety-nine venrs, and the letsei 
erected a six-story shop and ad 
structure having foundations strong 
enough to earn several additional 
stories. After the Imilding was com- 
pleted the owner leased the air 
apace above the sixth floor, and the 
support of the walls unci columns of 
the six-story structure to the Cleve- 
land Athletic club. The club then 
added seven stories to the six-story 
structure at a cost of more than 
$500,000. The club pays a fixed an- 
nual rental for its "air space," along 
with the entrance space for the lifts 
and a space in the basement. The 
seven top stories are, of course owned 
by the athletic club, and at the ter- 
mination of the lease, which will run 
for about ninety years, the owner 
of the fee agrees to pay the appraised

outlined by the strings Is enough space In which to plant six grains of corn, 
and that Is enough to determine whether an ear of corn will do for seed or not 

In sele. ting the grains from each ear of corn that Is to be tested remember 
that a grain should be taken from each of the different parts of the ear. This 
of course means running from butt to tip and around the entire circumfer- 
ence. As the six grains selected from the ear are placed in the moist earth 
or sand, mark the square and the ear with the same number so you will 
know wlil< I) ears to keep and which to discard. 

When your testing box looks as far advanced as the one in the photo It 
will be nn ensy matter for you to decide which ears to keep for seed. If six 
strong, health? plants come from the six grnlns planted you have a perfect 
ear of seed corn. If four have come It is questionable. Less than four means 
only half ■ stand at planting time, and the ear must be discarded. 

The boys who are members of the boys' corn clubs of Kentucky have 
made their fathers and their big brothers who thought they knew everything 
about corn growing sit up and take notice.
